It is now twenty years since a completely unknown 
young man arrived in London from Venezuela to study 
harmony, composition and orchestration at the Royal 
Academy of Music. In 1937 few people anticipated 
what the future held or its significance, and the young 
music student from South America certainly had no 
inkling that he was to become the undisputed king of 
Latin American dance music in Europe and many other 
parts of the world. 

Now, in 1958, there is no doubt that Edmundo Ros 
occupies this unique throne. During the space of 
twenty arduous, eventful years, he has scaled the heights 
of his chosen vocation, and today finds him the leader 
of a world-famous orchestra, the proprietor of a. popular 
West End club which is a Mecca of entertainment for 
foreign visitors as well as Londoners, and a well- 
established success in spheres other than show business 
to boot. 

Edmundo was born in Caracas, the capital of Venezu- 
ela, on December, 7th 1910. His mother was Venezuelan, 
his father Scottisli-Canadian, and Edmundo was the 
eldest in a family of four children. His parents origin- 
ally intended him to enter the legal profession, but it 
was eventually decided that he should embark on an 
Army career. Edmundo entered a military academy to 
study for this objective, and lost no time in joining the 
academy’s military band as a percussionist to indulge his 
already keen musical inclinations. 

The young embryo officer found that his activities with 
the academy hand afforded as much satisfaction as his 
military curriculum, and, by the time his training period 
had expired, Edmundo was determined to make music 


his career. He secured the post of timpanist with the 
Venezuelan State Symphony Orchestra, thereby gain- 
ing a regular income and considerable opportunity to 
pursue his musical studies. He joined the Venezuelan 
Musicians' Union, and rose to become a member of its 
committee. 

Prior to his spell at tile academy, Edmundo had won 
a State scholarship without availing himself of its ad- 
vantages; now he sought and obtained permission to 
utilize its financial benefits by journeying to London 
to complete his studies at the Royal Academy of Music, 
and thus began the road to his present eminence. 

In common with most students of every generation, 
Edmundo soon discovered that the terms of his scholar- 
ship grant were insufficient to support him without 
another source of income. Consequently he joined Don 
Marino Barreto’s pioneer Latin American group, which 
was seeking to establish authentic tropical rhythm as an 
integral part of the British entertainment scene. Prog- 
ress was slow and disappointments numerous at first, 
but the Barreto band gradually won favor and support, 
especially after it was booked into the Embassy Club. 
Edmundo sang and drummed with the group until 1940 
when he formed his own band for the first time. 

He commenced by emulating the Barreto policy of 
playing and recording only genuine scores by Latin com- 
posers, but he quickly realized the limitations of such 
rigid authenticity. He evolved his present style of play- 
ing familiar and uncomplicated tunes and melodies in 
the various Latin rhythms with a genuine percussion 
section, and this compromise has paid handsome divi- 
dends ever since. His long association with famous West 
End night-spots advanced the cause of Latin American 
dance music as well as enhancing the reputations of 
the clubs and Edmundo and his orchestra, and also 
obliged him to conclude his Academy studies through 
pressure of work. 

This album provides an excellent example of Ed- 
mundo’s policy as well as demonstrating the precision 
and proficiency of his orchestra. Twelve varying tunes 
are presented, each arranged in one of the colorful 
rhythms of the south. Spain has exerted a consider- 
able influence on the music and culture of Latin 
America, and the selection opens appropriately with a 
paso doble, Marquina’s Spanish Gypsy Dance , with its 
vivid suggestions of fiesta and the bull-ring. This is 
followed by a perennial Viennese favorite making what 
must be its first appearance on record as a valse creole. 
The Blue Danube loses none of its charm by this in- 
novation, for the Latin waltz bears the closest affinity 
with its Viennese counterpart, and adds an attractive 
degree of syncopation to the old melody. The third 
track gives a baiao presentation of Offenbach’s Barca- 


rolle which iB in perfect accord with the mood of the 
tune. Rhythmically speaking, we remain in Brazil for 
La Maxixe, which evokes the Rio Carnival spirit with 
its gay marcha beat. Then comes an example of Ed- 
mundo’s constant regard for the more authentic com- 
position as trumpeter Jack Bassett goes through his 
virtuoso paces in Capullito de Aleli I Little bud of the 
aleli flower). First he plays the melody line of this 
son rumba, and then gives forth with some fluent ob- 
bligato work, splendidly supported by the rest of the 
orchestra including some bright timbales playing and 
cencerro (cowbell) fill-ins from drummer Ronnie Lord. 
The first side ends with a mambo arrangement of Ernesto 
Lecuona’s Siboney, containing some more excellent 
trumpet contributions — this time from a veteran Ros 
sideman. Buzz Trueman— and an oblique tribute to one 
William May in the voicing of the -saxophone team. 

The second part of the album commences with a 
cha-cha-cha arrangement by Ros pianist Eric Spencer of 
the old faithful, Isle of Capri, with some realistic growls 
from the brass and a nimble double-tempo interlude 
beaten in by the timbales. Then comes the well-known 
Colonel Bogey , abandoning his usual march in favor of 
the merengue for this occasion. The national dance of 
Dominica, with its characteristic drum figure in the sec- 
ond half of each second bar, suits this crusty old gentle- 
man admirably. Listeners who have seen service with 
the British forces will no doubt be able to provide their 
own lyrics for this famous tune. The mood is still gay 
and lively on the third track as the Ros orchestra plays a 
samba adaptation of an old German melody, with pan- 
deiro (tambourine) player Roy Shelton crisply punctuat- 
ing the beat. An accordion lends its individual touch in 
Caminito, a graceful tango from the Argentine, and Buzz 
Trueman’s muted trumpet enhances the melody line of 
the bolero version of Marta. The album closes on a spar- 
kling, vivacious note as the orchestra plays Cachita. This 
number was associated with the Lecuona Cuban Boys 
in pre-war days, and receives a first-class revival here. 
The precision of the brass section is superlative through- 
out this piece, and the orchestra generally creates a 
terrific atmosphere. Edmundo evidently approves, judg- 
ing by his delighted “Oooh!” before Eric Spencer's 
piano break. 

Here, then, are twelve rhythms of the south for your 
enjoyment and delectation. Whether you dance or listen, 
we feel confident of your satisfaction, for the music of 
Edmundo Ros possesses universal appeal which is un- 
equalled in this sphere of entertainment, and we antici- 
pate that toes will soon be tapping from Texas to Tim- 
buctoo.

THE COMPOSER 

The thoroughly delightful score for THE SPY WITH 
A COLD NOSE is the work of Riz Ortolani, one of 
today's busiest and most gifted composers. He was a 
violin prodigy at the age of four in Pesaro, Italy, and 
later studied intensively at the famed Rossini Conserv- 
atory. In his twenties — at the same time he was starred 
on Radio Televisione Italiana conducting his own Jazz 
Symphony Orchestra — Ortolani began composing 
scores for motion pictures.

It is now twenty years since a completely unknown 
young man arrived in London from Venezuela to study 
harmony, composition and orchestration at the Royal 
Academy of Music. In 1937 few people anticipated 
what the future held or its significance, and the young 
music student from South America certainly had no 
inkling that he was to become the undisputed king of 
Latin American dance music in Europe and many other 
parts of the world. 

Now, in 1958, there is no doubt that Edmundo Ros 
occupies this unique throne. During the space of 
twenty arduous, eventful years, he has scaled the heights 
of his chosen vocation, and today finds him the leader 
of a world-famous orchestra, the proprietor of a_popular 
West End club which is a Mecca of entertainment for 
foreign visitors as well as Londoners, and a well- 
established success in spheres other than show business 
to boot. 

Edmundo was born in Caracas, the capital of Venezu- 
ela, on December, 7th 1910. His mother was Venezuelan, 
his father Scottisli-Canadian, and Edmundo was the 
eldest in a family of four children. His parents origin- 
ally intended him to enter the legal profession, but it 
was eventually decided that he should embark on an 
Army career. Edmundo entered a military academy to 
study for this objective, and lost no time in joining the 
academy’s military band as a percussionist to indulge his 
already keen musical inclinations. 

The young embryo officer found that his activities with 
the academy band afforded as much satisfaction as his 
military curriculum, and, by the time his training period 
had expired, Edmundo was determined to make music 


his career. He secured the post of timpanist with the 
Venezuelan State Symphony Orchestra, thereby gain- 
ing a regular income and considerable opportunity to 
pursue his musical studies. He joined the Venezuelan 
Musicians’ Union, and rose to become a member of its 
committee. 

Prior to his spell at the academy, Edmundo had won 
a State scholarship without availing himself of its ad- 
vantages; now he sought and obtained permission to 
utilize its financial benefits by journeying to London 
to complete his studies at the Royal Academy of Music, 
and thus began the road to his present eminence. 

In common with' most students of every generation, 
Edmundo soon discovered that the terms of his scholar- 
ship grant were insufficient to support him without 
another source of income. Consequently he joined Don 
Marino Barreto’s pioneer Latin American group, which 
was seeking to establish authentic tropical rhythm as an 
integral part of the British entertainment scene. Prog- 
ress was slow and disappointments numerous at first, 
but the Barreto band gradually won favor and support, 
especially after it was booked into the Embassy Club. 
Edmundo sang and drummed with the group until 1940 
when he formed his own band for the first time. 

He commenced by emulating the Barreto policy of 
playing and recording only genuine scores by Latin com- 
posers, but he quickly realized the limitations of such 
rigid authenticity. He evolved his present style of play- 
ing familiar and uncomplicated tunes and melodies in 
the various Latin rhythms with a genuine percussion 
section, and this compromise has paid handsome divi- 
dends ever since. His long association with famous West 
End night-spots advanced the cause of Latin American 
dance music as well as enhancing the reputations of 
the clubs and Edmundo and his orchestra, and also 
obliged him to conclude his Academy studies through 
pressure of work. 

This album provides an excellent example of Ed- 
mundo’s policy as well as demonstrating the precision 
and proficiency of his orchestra. Twelve varying tunes 
are presented, each arranged in one of the colorful 
rhythms of the south. Spain has exerted a consider- 
able influence on the music and culture of Latin 
America, and the selection opens appropriately with a 
paso dob/e, Marquina’s Spanish Gypsy Dance, with its 
vivid suggestions of fiesta and the hull-ring. This is 
followed by a perennial Viennese favorite making what 
must be its first appearance on record as a valse creole. 
The Blue Danube loses none of its charm by this in- 
novation, for the Latin waltz bears the closest affinity 
with its Viennese counterpart, and adds an attractive 
degree of syncopation to the old melody. The third 
track gives a baiao presentation of Offenbach’s Barca-

rolle which is in perfect accord with the mood of the 
tune. Rhythmically speaking, we remain in Brazil for 
La Maxixe, which evokes the Rio Carnival spirit with 
its gay marcha beat. Then comes an example of Ed- 
mundo’s constant regard for the more authentic com- 
position as trumpeter Jack Bassett goes through his 
virtuoso paces in Capullito de Aleli (Little bud "of the 
aleh flower). First he plays the melody line of this 
son rumba, and then gives forth with some fluent ob- 
bligato work, splendidly supported by the rest of the 
orchestra including some bright timbales playing and 
cencerro (cowbell) fill-ins from drummer Ronnie Lord. 
The first side ends with a mambo arrangement of Ernesto 
Lecuona’s Siboney, containing some more excellent 
trumpet contributions — this time from a veteran Ros 
side-man. Buzz Trueman — and an oblique tribute to one 
William May in the voicing of the saxophone team. 

The second part of the album commences with a 
c.ha-cha-eha arrangement by Ros pianist Eric Spencer of 
the old faithful. Isle of Capri , with some realistic growls 
from the brass and a nimble double-tempo interlude 
beaten in by the timbales. Then comes the well-known 
Colonel Bogey, abandoning his usual march in favor of 
the merengue for this occasion. The national dance of 
Dominica, with its characteristic drum figure in the sec- 
ond half of each second bar, suits this crustv old gentle- 
man admirably. Listeners who have seen sendee with 
the British forces wdll no doubt be able to provide their 
own lyrics for this famous tune. The mood is still gay 
and lively on the third track as the Ros orchestra plays a 
samba adaptation of an old German melodv, with pan- 
deiro (tambourine) player Roy Shelton crisply punctuat- 
ing the beat. An accordion lends its individual touch in 
Caminito, a graceful tango from the Argentine, and Buzz 
Tmeman’s muted trumpet enhances the melodv line of 
the bolero version of Marta. The album closes on a spar- 
kling, vivacious note as the orchestra plays Cachita. This 
number was associated with the Lecuona Cuban Boys 
in pre-war days, and receives a first-class revival here. 
The precision of the brass section is superlative through- 
out this piece, and the orchestra generally creates a 
terrific atmosphere. Edmundo evidently approves, judg- 
ing by his delighted “Oooh!” before Eric Spencer’s 
piano break. 

Here, then, are twelve rhythms of the south for your 
enjoyment and delectation. Whether you dance or listen, 
we feel confident of your satisfaction, for the music of 
Edmundo Ros possesses universal appeal which is un- 
equalled in this sphere of entertainment, and we antici- 
pate that toes will soon be tapping from Texas to Tim- 
buctoo.
